Russia Has Problems 
That Dictate Caution 


Up to now the governments of 
the free world have been paralyzed 
by the fear that some impulsive 
move by them would cause the 
Soviet Union to start World War III. 

This apprehension has _ been 
Stalin’s secret weapon. It has 
given him the iniative in the war of 
nerves and in repeated aggres- 
sions. 

The critical situation in Korea 
may compel the United Nations to 
take retaliatory action against the 
Manchurian sanctuary and Red 
China proper—even at the risk of 
bringing Russia into the fighting 
there and in Europe. 

The bold concept—expounded by 
General MacArthur and other strong 
men—that victory against world 
communism is more important than 
terror-haunted, mark time peace, is 
being discussed as never before, 
not only in Washington but now 
even in London, Paris and Bonn. 
This new ‘‘stand-up-to-dictators’’ 
attitude is based on the belief that 
the Russian aim is the ultimate 
slavery of the free world and the 
obliteration of the United States, 
the backbone of the anti-com- 
munist alliance. 

Those of that opinion question 
whether Stalin would plunge into 
a world conflict which he could 
never win, in order to save Mao 
from punishment. For in a global 
war the United States might con- 


and the Middle East and leave 
China’s manpower relatively un- 
harmed. ¥ 


Stalin Will Not Count Ruin 

Even if the Soviet Union got the 
best of things in Europe, it would 
be drained dry—its cities in ashes, 
its soldiers slain—and a com- 
paratively unscathed Red China— 
ereedy and aggressive like Red 
Russia—would become the domi- 
nant Communist world power. 
Crafty Stalin does not seem to be 
such a fool as to ruin his own 
crowd for the sake of his rival, 
Mao Tse-tung.

Non-cooperation by 
the peasantry was another reason, 
The individual farmer must deliver 
a fixed quota. ‘*To cover the law’’ 
the grower often sends in unripe 
grain or conceals 
stones in grain sacks to increase 
weight.
